The troubJ* began during the war." says Mrs. 

A. B. Young. 3472 Cardiff Place, president of the 
Victoria branch, Consumers' Association of 
Canada. 

"At that time, farmers were asked to produce 
bacon-fast—which meant more fat. 

"The top grad* of bacon has more fat in it 
than I prefer. But the packers and the government 
are fully aware of the problem. 

"Six years ago the federal department of agri¬ 
culture asked farmers to produce loon bacon, be- 
■ cause lean bacon was what the public wanted. But 
famu r. are slow to change, 

‘The largest meat-packing company has to go 
lo Denmark to get lean bacon "

"Yes,” I said, “but too much fai isn't the only 
problem. Poor curing ti another. I understand the- 
mass-produced bacon is cured with a liquid instead 
of smoke." 

Mrs. Young said the CAC was looking into the 
matter The group was also pressing for rule* to 
make the packing-houses display a "representative 
slice of bBcon" t instead of merely displaying the lean 
part and covering up the fat 

Mrs. A W McGhie, B.C pmvinrtal president 
of the CAC. consulted with Mrs. B F McClc«key, 

B. C. chairman of consumer problems, and wrdte: 
“Have the butcher cut the bacon from the piece 
and you see what you are getting. If enough people 
did this, the packaged bacon might improve in 
quality.”

Urban Renewal 


A VICTORIA has been presented by the Capital Rg- 
T gion Planning Board with a plan for redevelop¬ 
ment and rehabilitation in rundown areas and con¬ 
servation In others which, at the very least, is worthy 
at the moat conscientious examination and consider¬ 
ation by city council. 

In broad principle, most citizens and certainly 
members of council will find it easy to accept that the 
blight of ugly, obsolete, decaying houses and other 
buiidingi in certain areas is unhealthy in every sense 
of the word; that it is not only unhealthy but lnfec- 
i ious, and that in the long run, the city stands to gain 
by eliminating It and preventing it. 

Nor is there any doubt thlt the planning board 
has made the moat painstaking study of the situation 
in the last year and. a half, has used much imagina¬ 
tion as well as reasoning in suggesting a remedial 
program to be undertaken with federal and provin¬ 
cial aid and with public co-operation, and has been 
frank and realistic in assessing aidsting or potential 
difficulties and pointing to ways around them. 

The fact remains that the program the board 
proposes Uouid be a major venture into a new field 
for the citizen* of Victoria, and would call for a 
sizable investment of the taxpayers' money. City 
round! therefore is obliged to take the utmost care 
in weighing the possible costs against the likely gains 
—gains not only in revenue but socially—and in de¬ 
termining the amount of public and private support 
that would be available. 

The board has not advocated haste. A foreword 
to the report, in fact, says the board “hopes that 
this study will prepare the citizens of Victoria for one 
of the challenges of the future by showing ht^w blight 
ran be recognized and remedied”; the recommenda¬ 
tions include a time schedule which would see 1962 
devoted mainly to "consideration, consultation and 
program adoption"

Problem of Labor 


"CVERY YEAR about this time the B.C. Bureau of 
1 " Economics and Statistics peers into a crystal ball 
and presents a forecast for the following year. 

This time the department has made a survey of 
the executives of 250 key establishments, chiefly in 
the fields of manufacturing, construction, public util¬ 
ities and trade, and with emphasis on manufacturing 
which is responsible for 40 per cent of the labor force. 

From the answers received the bureau has come 
up with the conclusion that a fairly substantial im¬ 
provement of activity can be expected In 1962, in 
comparison with What has happened this year. 

It ia on the credit side of the provincial ledger, 
for instance, that 56 per cent of tha firms questioned 
expect their sales to improve, while only 6 per cent 
think they will go down. A majority of 52 per cent 
expect production to go up, and only 5 per cent think 
it will sink. Forty-three per eent expect their com¬ 
panies to increase their earnings and 8 per cent an¬ 
ticipate they will make less than they did this year. 

On the debit side, is the fact that no improve¬ 
ment is seen in the employment picture. Fifteen per 
cent ot the firms think they will employ more people; 
15 per cent think they will employ fewer; and 70 
per cent say no change. 

Nor is tha picture too cheerful for new capital 
expenditures. » Thirty-seven per cent say they will 
spend more than they did this year and 39 per cent 
aay they will spend less. 

The survey thus clearly shows a main problem of 
the B.C economy. It ia that although production is 
to rise, tha labor force Is likely to remain fairly 
xtatlc. Aa the bureau points out, this situation 
graphically portrays the problems of a progressiva 
economy where successful efforts to increase the pro¬ 
ductivity of labor create problems of absorbing an 
expanding labor force. 

It Indicates the immediate need of the province 
for increased capital construction work, and a deter¬ 
mined effort to widen the secondary industry field, 
where the present rate of expansion is modest.

They 
psrtlnpslrd In ritual* and popu- 

rued Irgeods. Tradlfonal e|>Hl 
of Buddhist mythology are Mill 
portrayed t»v puppets In the Far 
tart, reflection* of what went on 
thousand* of year* ago.

* loo sly Inanimate figure which ap- 
patently moved by Itself al some 
crucial moment would Mir up a 
ten ait <on among illiterate masse*. 
They would never for a moment 
suspect that some crafty, old priest 
with a mechanical turn of mind 
waa In back pulling strings or 
pushing rod*. 

There la an Imereating story 
which surrounds the accession to 
the throne of Egypt by Thutmose 
III It all happened during a 
period of great political confusion 
when there were al leaM three 
claimants to the throne which. In¬ 
cidentally. was already occupied. 
The claim of Thutmoae III waa not 
particularly Mixing but he appar¬ 
ently enlisted the support of the 
powerful and ingenious priesthood 
of Amon On April 28. IS®1 B.C.. 
they contrived a moat impressive 
roup d'etat which Is described In 
Professor Breasted * -Ancient Rec- 
orris of Egypt (II. 131138 and 138 
148) * 

“On a feast day. as the Image of 
the god a as home, amid the ac¬ 
clamations of the multitude, from 
the holy place inlo the court of 
the temple, the prince. Thutmoae 
III. waa stationed with hla col 
b-ague* in the northern colonnade. 
. . . The priests bore the god 
around both sides of the colonnade, 
as If he were looking for someone, 
and he finally Mopped before the 
young prince, who prasliated htm- 
Srlf upon the pavement. Bui tha 
gud raised him up, and as an Indi¬ 
cation of his mill, had him placed 
immediately in the -Station of the 
King, which was the reremonlal 
spot where only the kiaf might 
Stand in the celebration af the 
temple ritual. Thutmoae I. who 
had but a moment brfare been 
burning Incense to the god. and 
presenting him with a rrsat obla¬ 
tion. was thus superseded by the 


win of the same god. clearly indi¬ 
cated in public” 

It la extremely probable that 
thla "image of the god" was actu¬ 
ally a puppet who “indicated hit 
will'* by inclining or turning his 
head like Charlie McCarthy. The 
Egyptian pt test hood waa fully 
capable of aurh ahennanigana, 
morally and mechanically, and 
Ihua “the Image of the god ' would 
be the first and likely the only 
puppet In history lo dethrone one 
king and set up another. 

TW lair rest la yspprb la three¬ 
fold: what they do. how they do it 
and their varying circumstances. 

For many year* following the 
advent of Christianity they were 
easily Important in disseminating 
that faith by reenacting Bible 
storlss and legends Mr. Liard* 
“The Lion, the Lamb and I he 
Legend" al last ysar'a perform 
ance aeemrd iv-mimacecit af that 
phase In puppet history. They 
preached the gospel and told the 
age-old talas probably with no 1 
great aeruraey as to detail but 
unerring emphasis on the histori¬ 
cal and moral aspect*. 

Thus, there were such episodes 
as -“The Crest ion of the W orld .* 
"The Court of Solomon," "The 
Prodigal Son," "Nineveh, with 
Jonah and the Whale" and many 
others. 

Later on puppets are found to 
be well within the realm of fairy 
arms with such a# "The Sor¬ 
row* of Grlselda." Dick Whitting¬ 
ton.' “The Vagaries of Merry An¬ 
drew" and "The Humours of Bar¬ 
tholomew Fair." Diarist Samuel 
Fepys mentions them as did lead¬ 
ing article* In the Tatler (17081 
and the Spectator > 17111. 

Some very notable exponents of f 
the art In England were the . 
Powells. Merlin and Robert, the- 
farmer a dwarf and the latter re¬ 
ferred to as "The Shakespeare of 
the minor Mage . . . popular In 
Prance, Germany and Spain as

‘The cook and Ihe *aw-fller to hear thn 
talk they were alway* the two worst men In 
Ihe camp. Someone wa* alway* grumbling at 
them. Well. 1 guess fhey'd be tired from all 
that hard work, and they needed someone lo 
grumble at 

“Camp* were different then. Park your 
own blanket*, sleep on »tiaw. Now they have 
sheets and mattremae*. They used to have 
those three-decker bunks, and a grrat big 
alove in the middle of the bunkhouac In the 
winter, wet clothes weir hung out to dry. 
With the wet clothe* and-the sweat. It smelled 
prettr had 

“Up before daylight, \vorked 12 hour* a 
day. When they cut It I* 10 hour* a day, the 
companies thought they were going to go 
broke." 

“A lot of logger* would make some mooey. 
go Into Vancouver and spend It all. and come 
bark w:hen they were broke. Moat of them 
would *tay at the old Hunnyslde Hotel, corner 
of Water and Carrol. Tommy Robert* the land¬ 
lord there, he would generally treat them to 
a bottle of whiskey to lake with them on the 
hoal up to the camp* plong the roast. That 
boat wa* the old Cass tar. 

"In those day* Cordova Street was Just 
being built. You were uptown when you were 
on Cordova." 

Becker worked for nine yrar* oa log¬ 
ging railroad, la Washington "Stole. firing 
and driving laromMliev Then a forest fire 
In ( arHrnle, Hath , burned ap hh> house and 
everything In II. 

He and hi* wife and four children drove 
away in an old model T Hie had married an 
English girl whom he met through her brother, 
a frllow logger. 1 

Ira worked on Salt Spring Island and up 
Ihe Malahat. cutting tie* and telephone poles. 
Thirty-five years ago he went Into the saw¬ 
filing business In Victoria. He la still In the 
same business and two of hi* aohs. Alfred *nd 
Richard have followed him: except that thev 
specialize In power saw sales and rentals. Alf 
In Victor lav I-Hck in Nanaimo. 

Tliere are three sons, two daughter*. Ira 
Becker himself came of a larger family, tie 
had two brother*, five sisters One brother, 
Cleorge. a .oldier. was killed on Armistice IMy, 
1918. Brother Oliver and »l»ter llelga live on 
flamhler Island. Howe Sound: sister, I-ucv and 
Grace, retired schoolteacher*, are in North Van¬ 
couver; sister Florence, * nurse, died some 
years ago .

This la a wmvlble bonk, written 
for the person who find* footnote*, 
references, and rndlcs* quote* too 
much, and want* facia interpreted 
In the framework of personal ex¬ 
perience ra l her than political 
theory. The fait* are nol always 
pleasant to rememher. 

For example, here is " Mike 
Pearson" talking aboul the Amer¬ 
ican resolution to brand Com¬ 
munist China an aggressor in 1951: 
■We think the putting of such a 
resolution at this stage ■ . . to be 
premature and unwise." But he 
goes on "to say that Canada would 
vote for the resolution." 

Ar a brief guide lo the railing* 
of the Western nation*, thla book 
it excellent. If you have forgone* 
how Communist China made ihe 
I'N look foolish, or how the Bri¬ 
tish brought Kwame Nkrumah to 
power by calling him * Commu¬ 
nist. Mr. Slursberg will remind 
you. And if you have delusion* 
of grandeur about Canada * role 
In the world. Mr. Stursberg will 
restore you to reality, gm'ly hut 
deftly. 

"For the Asian* and African*. 
Canada was a friend at court a

Isaac Burpee of Portland, who did extensive 
research Into the life and times of Work, thu* 
summed him up: “Despite aU the difficulties 
that Mr Work had to contend with, the dogged 
perseverance that was his persisted to the com- 
p let ion of each task as it came before him. 

“There was never any shirking or neglect 
of duly, nor ever anything too difficult to 
undertake provided it was for the advancement 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company’s Interest*. 
Primarily. hU purpose Ip Ufa was the welfaie 
of the company. The -fond motivating pur¬ 
pose Mr. Work had In life wag the care of his 
family ... in the upbringing of his children, 
as well as providing for them and his wife, so 
that none of them should be In want after he 
himself had passed away. 

To accomplish well and successfully aU 
that one desires In this world Is Indeed a lot 
that falls to but few. and Mr. Work, in hi* 
dosing days, should have looked backward 
with few regret*, and’with a feeling of thank¬ 
fulness and satisfaction."
